vate. Whosoever shall make himself 
guilty in this respect, shall be consid- 
ered a traducer of his brethren, and 
shall be answerable for the same.

We, the members of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ, in 
the name of God, do, for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the wprk of the min- 
istry, for jthe edifying of the bodyojf 
Christ, as well as, to produce and aeoure 
a uniform mode of action, in faith and 
practice, also to define the powers and 
the business of qnartetlj, annual and 
general conferences, as recoghized by 
this CHttrch, ord^ii Uife fc^^W^ftSo^ ^s^^ 
cles of Constitutions, »^' '-'^^^*^-^^^ ^^^

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ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. All ecclesiastical powei 
herein granted, to make or repeal any 
rule of discipline, is vested in a gen- 
eral conference, whicli shall consist of 
elders, elected by the members in every 
conference district throughout the So- 
ciety ; provided, however, such ciders 
shall have stood in that capacity three 
years, in the conference district to 
which they belong. 

Sec. 2. G^eneral conference is to be 
held every four years j the bishops to 
be considered members and presiding 



S£d. 3. Each annual conference 
shall place before the Society the names^^ 
of ail the elders eligible to memberf 
ship in the general conference. .J

There shall no rule be 
adopted that will infringe upon the 
Hglits of any as it relates to the mode 
olf baptism, the sacrament of the Lord's 
Bttpper, or the washing of feet.

come. 

4. Every member stall endeavor to 
lead a good life; be diligent in prayer, 
particulatly in priVate, and, for his own 
edification, attend, when pracdcablei 
all of our meetings for worship. 

5. Heads of families should never 
omit to pray with their families, morn- 
ings and evenings, and set them a good 
example in all the Christian virtues. 

6. Every one should strive to Walk 
as in the presence of God; also, accus- 
tom himself to a close communion with 
God in all his employments, and never 
speak evil of his fellow beings, but 
practice love toward friend and foe; do 
good to ihe poor, and endeavor to be a 
foJiower of Jerai^VcSs^. wAe^^^ 
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[lould willingly i^nd freely contribute 
uarterly, if need be, as God has prgs- 
ered him or her (Ist Cor. 16 : 2), to the 
ipport of the helpless poor. 

11. When it is known by any of our 
lass-leaders that there are poor mem- 
ers among them, who by sickness, ac- 
[dent, or other unavoidable circum- 
tances, have been brought to want, it 
ball be the duty of the leader in 
barge to go, or appoint one to wait 
pon the class, to ask alms, money, 
lo thing, or produce, as the circum- 
tances may require; and should apy 
ne class be too poor to alleviate its 
oor, it shall then be made known to 
be preacher in charge, whose duty it 
hall be to inform the different classes
